COMMISSION FINDS 

IN FAVOR OF THAW 

Concord, N. H.— Harry Ken 
dali Thaw would not be a public 
menace if he were released on 
bail, according to the report of 
the commission appointed by 
Federal Judge Aldrich to inquire 
into the state of Thaw's mental- 
ity 

The report says the commiss- 
ion finfl< Thnw not afflicteH 
with any of the mental diseases 
from which he was suffering 
when he slew Stanford White. 

The finding was announced re- 
cently. While the commissioners 
say that they reached "a definite 
and positive opinion as to the 
present mental condition of 
Thaw and his ]>rot>ahle state of 
niiiul at the time of the homi- 
cide," they refrain from express- 
ing their opinion in view of their 
instruction from the court not 
to "embarrass any subsequent 
litigation where the board ques- 
tion of insanity might be invofy- 
ed." 

"Upon the question of menace 
or danger through the granting 
i>f hail, we may, however, he per- 
mitted and are probably compell- 
ed," concludes the report, "to re- 
cord our finding that whatever 
may have been the mental con- 
dition of Harry K. Thaw at the 
time of the homicide, upon which 
question we express no opinion, 
he is not now suffering from any 
of the forms of mental disease al- 
leged by the prosecution at the 
thereto, namely, depressive insan- 
ity, paranoia, dementia praeeox, 
or delusional insanity.

To our way of thinking, the 
present school law is the worst 
we have ever had, being pattern- 
ad after the law of seaM sUte 
where mixed schools are toler- 
ated.

Gcnernl Simon Rolivar Hurk- 
ner, last surviving lieutenant 
general of the Confederate army, 
died at Ms home. "Gktn Ukj. " 
in Hart county, near M«n£ocd- 
villc, Thursday. 

Infirmities of age, which had 
impaired his health, though not 
hit spirit, daring the lait year of 
more, caused his death. For 
days he had been unconscious. 
Since Sunday night his wife and 
only surviving child, Lieutenant 
Simon Bolivar Buckner, Jr., who 
was called home from his post 
at Fort Thomas, liad been at his 
bedside almost constantly. They 
were seated at the side of the bed, 
ivUI« adi^ibora gathered about 
them, when death came. 

Bom Near Munfordville. 

General Simon Bolivar Buck- 
ner was bom on a farm near Mun- 
fordville, Hart county, Kentucky, 
April I, i8«3, and was therefore, 
in the ninety-first 3rear of his age.

Returns To Kentucky. 

Captain Buckner resig'ned from 
the United States army March 
26, 1858 and retitmed to his for- 
mer home in Hart countv. From 
i860 to 1861 he was inspector 
general 0f Keatoclqr. In Sep- 
tember. 1861, General Bnckner 
was brevettcd brigadier-general 
in the Confederate army. Prom 
February to August, 1862, he 
was a prisoner of war and in the 
following year he was made maj 
or general. In September, 1864, 
General Buckner achieved his 
highest distinction in the service 
of the soMthem army when he 
was created a lieutenant general. 
General Buckner married Miss 
Delia Claiborne, of Richmond, 

Va.. in and she survives 

him. The year after his marriage 
Genera! Buclmer was elected 
Governor of Kentuclcy, and serv- 
ed four years. General Buckner 
was a membec of the Kentucky 
Constitutional Convention from 
Hart county, which sat at Frank- 
fort in 1891, and which framed

The people of the State would 
like to see economy practiced .it 
Frankfort, and that, too, in little 
tliin^rs as well as in those nf larg- 
er importance, "He that is 
faithful in little will be faithful 
in much." The present lepfisli 
live session will be much more 
costly than the sessions which 
ha\ e preceded it. The members, 
for instance, will draw twice as 
much pay as formerly has been 
drawn. If there is no retrench- 
ment of expenses, it should be 
applied all along the line, and 
there should be no padding of 
the payrolls with employes who 
are not required. 

The Legislatui^ should have 
all the "help" that is needed for 
the prompt and orderly transac- 
tion of business. Beyond that it 
should draw the Hne. It should 
go very slowly in the matter of 
creating new positions and new 
offices. We already have too 
many officeholders in Kentucky, 
and it would be a sensible pro- 
ceeding to lop off some of them. 
There are too many counties and 
there are more judicial districts 
than are necessary, and it Is to 
be hoped there -will be no cfTort 
to increase the number of either. 

If unwise appropriations are 
made and the State's money is 
frittered away in superfluous 91-

THE AROBNTINE 

Nearly 200,000 bushels of Ar- 
gentine corn is being unloaded 
in New York and millions more 
from South America republics 
are under contract. 

The importations are the di- 
rect restdt of the removal of the 
luty on the staple Wider the rc- 
ent tariff act. 
More than 1,000,000 bushels 
have been received in the United 
States since the tariff went into 
effect, the first from the Argen- 
tine ever brOOght here, and al- 
ready the competition with Am- 
erican corn has forced a decline 
in cash valuea. 

Thirteen ships are either en 
route here or loading with corn 
from the Argentine, and one Am- 
riian maaufacturing concern, 
which uses com in the manufac- 
ture of syrups and kindred pro- 
ducts, have 5AXKV00O bedids 
from that couBtry Under contract 
for delivarjr. 

The corn already here fotmd 
railroads unprepared to handle 
it, and the port without adequate 
docking faeilitiea. Arrange- 
ments to r( iiiedy the deficiencies 
are being made by the transpor- 
tation bureau of the product ex- 
change. 

The fact that hereto practical- 
ly no com has ever moved west 
has alse ce n fr en te d the .railroads 
with a new rate problem, and 
(there is a movement on foot 
a me n g the impertan to htve tke j 
present nominal rate f| 
shipment reduced.

A NSW KIND OF PRISON 

The State of Ohio is preparing 
for a radical reversal of its pris- 
on system. Arrangements are 
being made for placing the con- 
victs on a 1,600 acre farm which 
will be modeled after the muni- 
cipal farm used by the city of 
Cleveland in lieu of a workhouse. 

I'he idea was suggested by the 
Rev. Harris R. Coo'ey, for some 
years director of charities in 
Cleveland, 'and it has been adopt- 
ed enthttdaatically by Gov. Cox. 
Most criminals, the governor be- 
lieves, are persons whose mental 
powers are weak, and can be 
helped into the right course 
Whether he is over-sanguine re 
mains to be seen, but there is no

In the new "penitentiary" 
there will be no cells. The pris 
oners arc to be supi)Iied with 
white iron beds and they are to 
be worked out of doors without 
guards. There will be a school 
for their benefit and they al.so 
will be taught trades so that 
when their terms expire they will 
be able to earn an honest living. 
They are to have the advantage 
of .ill the latest discoveries in 
scientific penology. Gov. Cox 
says the prison farm ia not to be 
a penitentiary, "only a great in- 
stitution to make men out of 
those who have gone wrong." 

Possibly some of the prisoners 

will not appreciate this kind of 
treatment, but if the majority of 
them do^ the experiment will be 
justified. Criminals are not re- 
formed by the contract labor sys- 
tem. Crime is not suppressed by 
cruelty. The prisoners cannot 
make men out of defectives and 
delinquents by applying the lash, 
the water cure or the stringing- 
up jirocess. It is perhaps a ques- 
tion if this can be done by going 
to the other extreme and endeav- 

oring to control prisoners sole 
ly by Uadacss and moral suas 
ion. Ohio's experiment ia that 
line will be of nation-wide in- 
tereat. — Courier- Journal.

We iMve early devcloptnent in 
all other kinds of live stock: why 
not in the trotter.
